The  meal  will  include  butter- 
nut squash  with  cinnamon  crisps, 
baby  field  greens  with  gorgonzola 
cheese,  Nieoise  olives  and  aspara- 
gus with  a  light  balsamic  vinai- 
grette, seared  with  beef  tenderloin 
served  with  a  compote  of  wild 
mushrooms,  pearl  onions,  sweet 
potato,  smoked  bacon  and  spice 
pecans.  For  dessert,  there  will  be 
the  "American  Bourn,"  a  dried  fruit 
cobbler  with  a  flavorful  sabayon. 


Tickets  cost  $45  each. 

Along  with  the  dining,  the 
evening  will  include  entertainment 
and  dance  music  by  the  Bel- Aires 

According  to  Josh  Clapper. 
president  of  the  Hotel.  Restaurant 
and  Tourism  Management  student 
club,  one  focus  of  the  evening  will 
be  "synchronized  service."  in 
which  four  servers,  plus  a  (able 
captain,  will  set  down  all  the  plates 
for  a  course  at  once. 

"It's  for  show."  said  Clapper. 
"Usually  the  servers  all  wear  white 
gloves,  approach  a  table  together, 
and  at  the  signal  of  the  table  cap- 
tain, set  down  all  the  plates  for  a 


course  at  once. 

Nearly  30  students  in  all  will 
participate  in  the  evening  as  servers 
or  kitchen  help. 

Later  that  night,  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  first  "Hospitarian 
Award"  will  take  place.  The  award 
is  given  for  outstanding  profession- 
alism in  hospitality  industry  and 
education.

Anniversaries  are  always  a  time 
for  celebration  and  remembrance 
This  year  brings  the  20th  anniver- 
sary of  the  women's  studies  pro- 
gram and  the  Center  for  Women  and 
Returning  Adults'  10th  anniversary 
on  campus. 

Women's  courses  have  been 
taught  at  IPFW  since  1971,  but  the 
program  began  offering  an  academ- 
ic minor  in  1976. 

One  of  the  biggest  triumphs 
involving  women's  studies  was 
becoming  the  first  state-assisted 
university  in  Indiana  to  offer  a  bach- 
elor's degree  in  women's  studies 

According  to  Linda  C.  Fox, 
director  of  women's  studies,  more 
than  100  students  have  graduated 
with  minors  in  women's  studies. 

"We  have  no  resident  faculty  in 
our  program."  said  Fox,  explaining 
the  challenge  of  offering  different 
courses  to  allow  women's  studies 
majors  to  complete  their  require- 
ments. "We  try  to  offer  nine  to  ten 
courses  per  semester.  Full-time 
IPFW  faculty  who  leach  women's 
studies  courses  cross  list  them  with 
courses  in  their  own  departments 
and  we  also  rely  on  several  very 
excellent  associate  faculty." 

In  celebration  of  the  anniver- 
saries, a  luncheon  tilled  "A  Wedge 
of  Tune"  will  feature  the  history  of 
women's  issues  at  IPFW  over  the 
past  20  years.  The  event  will  be 
held  on  Tuesday,  Nov.  19.  at  noon  in 
the  Waib  Memorial  Ballroom. 

The  guest  speaker  of  the  event 
will  be  Tem  Wonman,  field  repre- 
sentative for  the  American 
Association  of  Retired  Persons  and 
an  IPFW  graduate. 

As  a  student.  Worman  was  a 
double  major  in  history  and 
women's  studies.  She  also  served  as 
the  first  student  coordinator  of  the 
IPFW  Women's  Center. 

The  celebration  will  also  be  an 
opportunity  to  honor  some  of  the 


people  who  have  made  significant 
contributions  to  women's  studies 
and/or  the  Center  for  Women  and 
Returning  Adults. 

Those  being  honored  for  their 
contributions  in  women's  studies 
include  Jeanette  Clausen,  chair  of 
modem  foreign  languages  and  past 
director  of  women's  studies;  Judith 
Dilorio,  assistant  vice  chancellor  for 
academic  affairs  and  past  director  of 
women's  studies;  Donna  Middleton, 
equal  employment  opportunity  offi- 
cer; Leslie  Raymer.  associate  facul- 
ty in  women's  studies;  and  Joan 
Uebelhoer,  feminist,  activist,  orga- 
nizer and  associate  faculty  in 
women's  studies. 

"This  is  just  a  chance  to  honor 
these  active  women  for  the  last  20 
years,"  said  Christine  Zielinski, 
director  or  the  Center  for  Women 
and  Reluming  Adults. 

Other  women  will  be  awarded 
for  their  contribution  to  the  Center 
for  Women  and  Returning  Adults. 
They  include  Linda  Johnson,  past 
coordinator  of  the  Center  for 
Women  and  Returning  Adults  and 
Terri  Worman,  first  student  coordi- 
nator of  the  Women's  Cenier  and 
IPFW  women's  studies  graduate. 

"Without  Worman's  contribu- 
tions the  cenier  would  not  have  got- 
ten off  the  ground."  said  Zielinski. 

Friends  of  IPFW  women's  stud- 
ies and  ihe  Center  for  Women  and 
Returning  Adults  are  invited  to 
share  in  the  celebration  and  lun- 
cheon.

The  campaigns  came  before  the 
public;  the  votes  were  cast  and  the 
winner  was  chosen. 

Presidential     candidates     Bill 
Clinton,  Republican  nominee  Bob 
Dole  and  the  Reform  Party  nominee 
Ross  Perot  were  all  studied  and  ana- 
lyzed by  the  US.  population.  While 
many  were  disappointed  with  the 
final  outcome,  enough  voters  fell 
that  Clinton  carried  himself  well  and 
deserved  ihe  job  for  the  next  four 
years. 

Even  though  controversy  sur- 
rounded him,  involving  everything 
from  Whitewater  to  campaign  contri- 
butions, Clinton  managed  (o  grab 
nearly  50  percent  of  the  vote,  enough 

to  win.

den  Hal  race,  Michael  Downs,  chair 
and  associate  professor  of  political 
science;  Eric  Ledbctter,  a  senior  in 
political  science;  and  Marian 
Zimmerman,  dean  of  students,  were 
asked  bow  they  felt  about  the  elec- 
tion, Perot's  involvement  and  how 
they  think  Clinton  will  handle  the 
next  four  years. 

"I  admire  Bob  Dole  a  great  deal, 
but  Clinton  bad  a  belter  grip  on  what 
I'd  like  to  see  in  the  next  four  years," 
said  Downs. 

Clinton  was  criticized  for  not 
delivering  on  all  of  his  1992  cam- 
paign promises  Bui  be  emphasized 
(he  changes  be  did  make  and  his 
efforts  to  build  a  strong  economy.  He 
pointed  out  that  he  worked  with  wel- 
fare reform,  supported  federal  stu- 
dent loans  and  passed  the  Assault 
Weapons  Ban.  Ledbetter  thinks 
Clinton  will  try  to  make  changes  in 
the  next  four  years  for  which  he  can 
be  remembered. 

"I  think  he'll  try  to  solidify  his 
place  in  history,"  said  Ledbetter 


"He'll  turn  more  toa  foreign  policy." 
Ledbetter  feels  that  Clinton  really 

has  no  big  plan.  He  thinks  Clinton 

will  "tackle"  issues  as  they  come  up. 

Furthermore,  he  thinks  he'll 

act  as  a  type  of  mediator, 

e  n  c  o  u 

Democrats       and 

Republicans 

work  together. 
Claiming 

43  percent  of 

the      popular 

vote,        Dole 

became  a 

strong  competi- 
tor in  the  race, 

despite  jokes  made 

by  comedians  about 

his  age.   Zimmerman 

said   Dole   picking 

Kemp  for  a  running  mate  didn't 

help  him  in  ways  that  it  could  have. 
"I'm  not  surprised  that  Dole  did- 
n't win.  I  don't  think  he  ran  a  very 

good  campaign,"  said  Zimmerman. 

"I  thought  Kemp  would  be  stronger 


than  he  was  and  pull  the  campaign 
together,  but  he  didn't.  That  was  very 
disappointing." 

Finally,   there  was  Perot, 
financed  the  bulk 
of  bis  campaign 
though 
claimed 
19  percent 


recei 
10  percent 
'of  the  vote 
election. 
'He  was  Ihe  one 
who  was  willing  to  talk 
about  reform  and  campaign  contri- 
butions. Clinton  and  Dole  just  sort  of 
beat  around  the  issues,"  said  Downs. 
Zimmerman  believes  Perot's  lack 
of  political  past  lowers  his  credibili- 


ty as  a  candidate. 

"I  don't  feel  be  had  any  effect  on 
this  election,"  said  Zimmerman.  "I 
don't  think  he  was  very  credible. 
Maybe  if  he  had  been  elected  to 
some  olher  office  previously  and  bad 
served  his  country  in  some  son  of 
way  that  would  have  made  a  differ- 
ence." 

With  Clinton  keeping  his  job  as 
president,  and  Perot  still  working  as 
a  businessman,  it's  not  clear  what 
Dole  will  do  now  that  he's  retired 
from  the  Senate.  Ledbetter  said  Dole 
will  play  some  role. 

"Dole  bad  a  role  to  play  in  this 
election."  said  Ledbetter  "1  think 
he'll  continue  to  push  the  campaign 
finance  reform." 

This  election  saw  a  change  in 
direction.  There  was  less  mudsling- 
ing  and  more  money  spenl  on  cam- 
paigning Perot's  popularity,  albeit 
decreasing,  also  raises  another  ques- 
tion: Is  the  voting  population  so  fed 
up  with  the  current  government  that 
a  change  from  the  outside  is  needed?

For  those  who  followed  Coach 
Pam  Bowden's  Lady  Mastodons 
last  year,  a  hard  look  at  (his  year's 
roster  will  produce  a  nearly  unrec- 
ognizable lineup  with  which  to  fol- 
low up  last  season's  23-5  club. 

IPFW  lost  superscorer  Lindy 
Jones  and  Jennie  Newhard  to  gradu- 
ation; Lhi-fi  three  would-be  seniors 
decided  to  forego  their  final  sea- 
sons, leaving  Bowden  with  some 
big  holes  to  fill. 

Jones.  Great  Lakes  Valley 
Conference  Player  of  the  Year,  top 
scorer  in  Division  II  and  on  every- 
one's All-Amencan  team  last  year  is 
gone  So  is  Newhard.  along  with  her 
6-foot  frame  and  record-setting  shot 
blocking  aim. 

Nobody  will  step  in  for  Jones 
directly,  but  Bowden  said  her  offen- 
sive philosophy  will  be  the  same: 
push  the  tempo.  Sophomore  Jessica 
Henry  will  likely  start  at  the  off- 
guard  position,  but  she  may  be 
pushed  by  newcomer  Nicole 
Ruggles  out  of  Michigan.  Walk-on 
Susan  Lowden  from  Carroll  High 
School  may  also  see  some  time 

"Hopefully,  we'll  have  a  lot  bet- 
ter balance  out  of  our  scoring  this 
year."  Bowden  said.  "If  we're  bal- 
anced and  we  gel  a  little  depth  ou( 
of  our  bench,  we'll  be  okay.

Sheets  is  the  rock  upon  which 
Bowden  will  build.  Sheets  will  get 
help  from  ihe  other  reluming  starter, 
senior  forward  Renae  Roessler.  But 
Bowden  said  she  is  counting  on 
some  of  (he  newcomers  to  con- 
tribute, also. 

"It  isn't  like  one  or  two  people," 
Bowden  said.  "I  think  the  transfers 
coming  in  are  giving  some  good 
leadership,  and  Renae  is  doing  a 
good  job" 

Bowden's  players  are  anticipat- 
ing the  changes. 

"1  think  we'll  play  more  as  a 
team."  Roessler  said.  "We'll  move 
the  ball  around  a  lot  more. 

"This  year,  we're  going  to  run 
plays  more  often." 

To  bolster  Roessler's  presence  in

Saturday  evening  witnessed  a 
more  concentrated  Volleydon  squad 
lake  conference  nemesis  NKU  apart 
in  three  games,  vividly  establishing 
conference  supremacy  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  conference  tournament. 
which  starts  tonight  at  the  Gates 
Center. 

"We'd  been  looking  forward 
to  that  match  for  three  months," 
Heffron  said. 

"We  expected  to  play  well,  we 
expected  them  to  play  welt,  and 
they  did  play  well." 

With  a  share  of  the  conference 
title  already  wrapped  up,  IPFW's 
win  over  NKU  solidified  its  hold  of 
an  NCAA  Midwest  Regional  tour- 
nament birth.
